the Terms. 
Even the Sul= 


tan Pities King George. 


[Special dispatch to tile Transcript.] 


Loodon, May 10.—The talk of political 


Europe today center* on tha peace to be 
ITU 3e txtireen Turkey and Greece. 


A dispatch from Vienna says that It la 


reported there that Turkey's terms of 
peace with Greece include the paymont 
of 3,000,000 pounds, the rearrangement of 
the Grecian frontier, the annuUng of all 
treaties favoring the Greeks, the cession 
of the Greek fleet to Turkey and the Cre- 
tan question settled In-Turkey's favor. 


Paris is said to hava information this 


afternoon to the effect that the recent ne- 
gotiations between Greece and Turkey 
will not be attended by difficulties and 
will have a satisfactory iasuo. The powers 
have already agreed among themselves on 
the terms of the peace. 
feThe Exchange Telegraph company an- 
nounces that private dispatsbes from 
Constantinople declare that the Sultan 
has expressed deep sympathy for King 
George and the Greek government whose 
hands,in his opinion,were forced by revo- 
utlonary agents.

Athens, May 16.—It is iearnea upu» 


.the very best authority that Greece has 
made a \\utteu application to the povv- 
eis through their representatives at 
Athens tor nvediation. All the repre- 
sentatives ha\e promised in their re- 
plies to use their best offices excel! 
tho German minister, who nab meielf 
acknowledged the receipt o£ the note 
from the cabinet. 
The porte is inclined to support the 


powers, with a view to the facilitation 
o£ negotiations, but it declines to con- 
sent to an armistice, on the ground that 
this would enable Greece to reorganize 
her forces. 
As a matter of fact, Turkey continues 


to send troops from SaioniKa home- 
wmrd, and it is probable that Osman 
Pasha has returned to Constantinople 
from Salonika. In view of both facts 
it may be assumed that nothing seri- 
ous is expected, but the continuance 
of a state of war is rejrard^d as the 
very beat means of hastening the ef- 
forts of diplomacy. 


"Without doubt hopes have been rais- 


ed in Turkey that the Ottoman govern- 
ment might annex Thessaly and re- 
store the old frontier of 1881. but. the 
sultan Is not inclined to risk such ,i 
step. On the contrary, he opposes it 
uncompromising!} and will not y!»l(1- 
to the piessure of the war party at 
Constantinople. He will be satisfied, 
with a reasonable indemnity and a 
slight rectification of the eastern Thes- 
sallan frontier, such a one as would 
give Turkey several strategic position^ 
In tho vicinity of Nezeros. 


It is understood that Grece agrees to 


confide her interests to the powers in 
thu peace negotiations. 


King Oeoigo Yields. 


So great is the change in public sen- 


timent that but little opposition is pro- 
voked by the decision to recall the 
army from Crete. 
King George, who 


was believed to be unapproachable on 
this subject, has finally yielded with 
gCKWl grace. 
It is reported In official circles that 


Queen Olga has sent a telegram to the 
czar soliciting the mediation of Russia. 


The government has addressed a re- 


quebt to the powers to allow their ad- 
mirals in Cretan waters to permit the 
Greek warships to embark the troops 
that have been recalled. The govern- 
ment explains the recall us due to tbe 
urgent need of men for the defense oi 
Thessaly. 
The latest news from the front is that 


General Smolensk! is now with the 
Greek forces at Persepla, where he Is 
expecting a fresh attack. 


M. Skouloudls, the Greek minister ot 


foreign affairs, said in an interview that 
he expects many dlmrulties will be en- 
countered sn the peace negotiations. 


The Greek western squadron has res- 


pued large numbers of women and chil- 
dren from villages along the Epirus 
coast threatened by the Turks.

The Journal AkropollB publishes some 


startling revelations, It sent a corre- 
spondent to Pharsala to investigate the 
cause ot the retreat from Larisaa, and 
he was allowed to question the mem- 
bers of the dismissed-staff. 


Without exception they denied that 


they had refused to carry out the or- 
ders of the cabinet, save on one occa- 
sion, w hen the government wished to 
remove some superior officers from their 
commands. On all other occasions the 
Btaft was in complete harmony with 
the cabinet. The ministers had indeed 
ordered the army to remain on the de- 
fensive, but the staff considered that a 
defensive position would be most ef- 
fectually secured by advancing to cer- 
tain points. The officers positively de- 
nied giving the order for the genera 
retreat from Matl and declared tha1 
Ihf-y wore not responsible for the abor- 
tive attack on Menexe. 


They explained that the retreat began 


with wholesale desertions from the di- 
vision of Colonel Mavromiehalis, facing 
tbe Turkish position at Dereli. Then 
the panic spread, the staff was power- 
less to check it, and a reorganization to 
defend Larissa was impossible. M. Ralli 
Came to headquarters during the night 
and begged the staff to save the army.

Volo, May 10.—A correspondent, de- 


scribing the entry of the 
Turkish 


troops, says; 
"Edhem Pasha sent a flag of truce 


with a proclamation that he would 
protect ail Inhabitants remaining in the 
town. 
A touch-ing __scene ensued. 
In 
th^ principal street'an immense crowd 
gathered, with anxious upturned faces, 
listening eagerly to the reading of the 
proclamation which was to decide their 
fate. When the reading was finished, 
e, murmur of intense relief was heard 
throughout the dense throng, quickly 
followed by frantic shouts of 'Long live 
the sultan!' 


' But there still remained cause fot 


the most serious anxiety, for the ques- 
tion was whether the Greek admiral 
•whose ships were lying off the town 
and In plain sight would accept J3dhem 
Pasha's terms. A single gunshot from 
the fleet would have compelled the 
Turks to trea* Volo hostile. 


"Three newspaper men, myseJf among 


them, were appointed a deputation tc 
go on board the flagship and get the 
admiral's reply. We bore a white flag. 
At the quay, however, we met the cap- 
tains of the foreign warships with a 
•written communication from the admi- 
ral saying that he intended to remain 


in front of the town until assuied that 
it would be occupied quietly. 


"To this the Turkish commander re- 


plied that only one battalion would en- 
ter, the main army going Into camp 
outside, and he again requested that 
the Greek fleet be withdrawn, as other- 
wise he could not be responsible tor 
what miRht occur."

SHIP OB FIRE AT SEA. 


The Francis of Hew Bedford Burned 


Off New Jersey Coast. 


VESSEL WILL PROVE A TOTAL LOSS, 


Boveral Ships Encounter Disaster, Some 


by Fire, Others by StraucltB£, While 


One Unhuown Craft In Sunk; 


Beneath tUe \Vtwen. 


Beach Haven, N. J., May 10.—The 


ship Francis of New Bedford, Mass., 
under command 
o£ Cap iam A. F. 


Smith and with a crew of 25 men, 
vvhlch-left San Francisco on the 17th of 
January last with a general careo 
bound for New York, took fire at sea, 
and in order to save the lives of those 
on board and the ship and cargo if pos- 
sible she was beached on the south end 
of Long Branch, six miles below here. 
The captain and crew reached shore 
safely and were taken care of by the 
crew of the Little Egg Harbor life sav- 
ing station. The vessel \vas burned to 
the water's edge* and, with the cargo, 
will prove a total loss. 


The lire was flrst discovered about 4 


i/clock In the afternoon and was burn- 
ing fiercely in the hold. All hands were 
ordered on deck and manned to ex- 
tinguish the flames, but they had gain- 
ed LOO much headway, and it was as 
much as the men cou!3 ,Jx> to oraveot 


me nre rrom spreading so rapidly as 
to necessitate their taking to the boats 
on the open sea. 


The captain saw that his only hope 


lay in reaching shore, where he could 
possibly have a chance of saving the 
Ship and part of the cargo. "With this 
end in view he headed the Francis to- 
ward the beach, -while the crew kept 
pouring water Into the hold. 


It was well after dark, and the posi- 


tion of the men on board was perilous 
in the extreme. With her bow pointed 
well on the shore the ship struck hard 
and fast. Meanwhile the fire was rag- 
ing even more furiously than before, 
and all hands were forced to leave with 
nothing but the clothes on their backs. 


They were assisted In reaching, shore 


by the life guards, and were supplied 
with needed clothing and nourishment. 
The tugs I. J. Merrltt and North Amer- 
ica arrived and endeavored to put out 
tbe fire. They were unable to accom- 
plish anything and finally gave up. The 
captain and mate left on one of the 
tugs for New York, and the crew will 
So by train on Tuesday. What renders 
the accident still more unfortunate 
the fact that Captain Smith's wife died 
at sea on the outward trip of the ship 
He had the body embalmed and sen 
home by train. It awaits his arrival in 
Boston. 


The Francis is a full rigged ship of 


1,974 tons burden. She was out 112 days 
and experienced no unusual weather 
throughout the voyage. The origin of 
the fire is unknown.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


The past month has -hown some better 


business signa. In fact there 13 some light 
•bowing ill the genera] gloom, and some 
renewed cause for hop '. Dun's Financial 
Review saya-that nearl y all will be aston- 
ished to learn that actual sales in April by 
leading houses in each line of business in 
the principal cities f ist of the Rooky 
Mountains average only about 10 percent. 
leas than in April, 1892 the year of largest 
business hitherto, and *vere 6.1 per cent, 
more than in the same month last year. 
This is especially euco iraging in view of 
the great fall of prici 3 within the five 
years, and the exec >tlonal floods and 
other retarding 
infi aences this year. 


While speculative business in nearly all 
lines is small, and doe* not swell clearing 
bousa returns as in previous years, the 
volume of legitimate t -ade shows no cor- 
responding decrease, r ad the fact is one 
of the highest importance in aJl business 
calculations. Moreover, returns of fail- 
ures lor April by br .nches of business, 
given only by The J lercantile Agency, 
show decrease in mrnber, amount and 
.average of liabilities in almost 
every 


branch of trade, and i' i nearly all branches 
of manufacture except cotton, although 
failures of five New Bedford mills for 
57,990,734 make the toi al defaulted liabili- 
ties for the month 40 j er cent, larger than 
last year, 60 per cent, arger than in 1S95, 
end 32 per cent, larger thau 1894. 


Grecian and Was bin ;ton news have in- 


flated or depressed speculative markets, 
but the main fact is t bat there is less ap- 
prehension, and less i iccasion for it, than 
there was a week a jo. 
Production in 


some lines so exceeds demand that prices 
•re much depresaed, and in one or two 
lines there is even cu bailment of output, 
though in general th • gradual expansion 
continues, and is still -upported by slowly 
IDC teasing cousumpt on. Crop prospects 
•re a little better fc r cotton because of 
the passing of flooit and the increase of 
acreage elsewhere, e ad for spring wheat 
because the customa- y accounts of injury 
to winter wheat btjin to appear and 
stimulate larger BOW me of spring wheat 
aa qsual. 


The demand for :otton prooda has net 


met expectations, ar d neither the pro- 
longed curtailment of 
production by 


many milts, the large 
distribution of 


goods since Novembe*, nor the great auc- 
tion sale has yet eirficed to reduce the 
surplus of gooda. Pr nt cloths are again 
lower at 2.44 cents, t he lowest point ever 
reached in preriout years, and. though 
some kinds of gooda aave fonnd sufficient 
dematid to advance ] rices a little, the ex- 
pectation of better prices and larger con- 
•nmptlonin future »t 11 seems to push the 
mills to exceed preae it wants. The same 
is true of woolen i ianufactur/6 in many 
•branches, for orders ind sales thns tar do 
not call for as lar ,'e production as ap- 
pears, though it is yet much below the 
maximum, but the in creasing denmad has 
been encouraging. 


There is less activit y in boots and shoes, 


•nd shipments from the- East are more 
than 20 per cent, am iller than last year, 
and the smallest for t he same week in six 
years. Buyers of met'a shoes, which have 
advanced much in prices, restrict pur- 
chases as far as they can, while in wom- 
en's light shoes TV lioh have advanced 
only 21-2 to 6 cents, 'he shops are busy. 
The production of 1< ather has been di- 
minished for more tl an a year in order to 
support prices, and i i the first week of 
January the surplus was reported much 
reduced, and yet for four months the de- 
maud has been so restricted that actual 
prices are lower thai in that week. Hides 
•were also lifted in vain, and are cow 
lower than at any time since October 
last.

The adjourned town meeting; Saturday 


afternoon was one of much 
interest. 


There were several important matters to 
be considered, but the new high school 
question consumed all the time and then 
wos not settled, consequently another ad- 
journment was necessary. 


For some years the question of a new 


high school building has been agitated 
and at the annual town meeting in March 
it was voted to buy a site on Southworth 
avenue, and a committee composed of A- 
E. Hall, cbairraan, Dr. John Bascom, S. 
A. Hickox, D. J. Xeyland and 8. J. Kel- 
logg was appointed to procure plans for a 
suitable building not to cost over 30,000 
and submit them to the adjourned meet- 
ing. 


Very soon after the town meeting the 


notion became widespread that a mistake 
had been made in the selection of a site, 
and as it was understood tbat an effort 
would be made at the adjourned meeting 
to reconsider the vote, the selectmen did 
not exercise the authority given tbeni by 
tue meeting to purchase the site, but de- 
ferred action to await the result oCthe 
adjourned meeting. These circumstances 
and the agitation which ensued created 
unueual interest and about 100 voters 
were present Saturday afternoon, a very 
good number for an adjourned meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at. 2 


o'clock by Moderator C. S. Cole and the 
committee was called upon to present 
and explain, its plans for a building. Chair- 
man Hall produced the plan ot'atchfjol 
building which baa been built and is in 
use at Bouthmgton, Conn. The building 
contains eight rooms and its cost was 
about $28,000, While proceeding with 
his explanation Mr. Hall WHS informed 
that the architect of the building, E. A. 
Ellsworth of Holyoke, was in town with 
a large perspective of tho building, and 
Mr. Ellsworth was sent for at once. He 
soon came in and placed the perspective 
on the platform in plain sight of all and 
answered such questions as were asked. 
The building as planned for this town 
would contain besides eight achool rooms 
an assembly hall 011 the second floor and 
tffo laboratories on the third, making 
11 rooms in all. Its dimensions were 86 by 
104 feet, and it could be builG of red brick 
with yellow brick trimmings for $30.000. 
The drawing represented a large and sub- 
stantial building of plain exterior, and 
on* that could be enlarged whea neces- 
sary without destroying its symmetry. 


j This pls,n was submitted by the com- 


mittee as, in their judgment, suitable. 


C. M. Smith thought the building alto- 


gether too plain. He had supposed the 
town meant to build merely a wing at the 
present timt1, the building to be com- 
pleted when moie room should be neces- 
sary, and thai when completed it was to 
be a structure of some arohitcctu al prc- 
tensioi]1*. 


On motion of Postmaster Dnnforth the 


p]an was laid on the table. Mr. Dnn- 
lorth then moved to reconsider tlia vote 
to purchftbe the South,worth avenue site, 
and thii, brought on a lively discussion. 
Mr. Dan forth said that many were sur- 
prised that buch a site had bepu selected. 
It was not central, the ground was low 
and '.vet, it would cost heavily to drain it 
and the school houso oucht no. to be on 
tbe stieetcur itne, as tbfi horses of tbe 
farmers £o"m<r for then- children would be 
friplttencd and liccident-s won d bo frr- 
mvjnt.
